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Snowpack  much  improved 

Snowpacks  with  water  content  between 
ilO  and  130  percent  of  average  were 
^asured  in  the  headwaters  of  the 
Bitterroot,  Big  Hole  and  Beaverhead 
^vers  in  southwestern  Montana  and 
in  most  of  the  central  Montana 
mountain  ranges. 

Near  average  snowpacks  with  water 
oantent  between  90  and  110  percent 
were  recorded  for  the  headiraters  of 
the  Clark  Fork  River  iji  an  area 
bounded  by  Butte,  Hamilton,  Missoula 
and  Ovando.    Another  area  with  near 
average  sncx-/pack  includes  the 
headwaters  for  the  Ruby  and  nost  of 
the  ielloi'retone  and  Madison  Rivers 
east  of  the  Continental  Divide. 

Belcw  average  sncx^pack  was  recorded 
only  for  the  rnountains  around  Bozonan 
and  Red  Lodge.    These  tvjo  areas  have 
water  contents  between  70  and  90 
percent  of  average. 


!  of  conditions  for  the 
last  2  years,  the  snowpack  in 
northvrestem  Montana  is  well  above 
average  for  January  1. 

With  two  exceptions,  the  rest  of 
the  state  has  near  or  above  average 
sncwpack.    The  exceptions  are 
around  Bozsnan  and  Red  Lodge. 

By  January  1,  usually  about 
40  percent  of  the  season's  sncMpack 
is  on  the  grou]>d.    With  considerable 
time  left  for  snow  to  accumulate, 
conditions  could  change,  but 
this  represents  a  good  start  for 
the  snow  season. 

Most  north-central  and  northwestern 
areas  have  a  snowpack  between  140 
and  160  percent  of  average.  TWD 
other  areas  are  also  in  this  category: 
the  headwaters  for  the  Madison  and 
Yellowstone  Rivers  in  Yellowstone 
National  Park  and  the  r 
of  Helena. 


Most  streamflows  look  good! 

Based  on  current  snowpack  and  climatic 
conditions,  irost  drainages  in  the 
state  are  forecast  to  have  spring  and 
surnner  streamflcs-ra  near  to  above 
average. 

Runoff  in  the  northwestern  part  of 
the  state  is  expected  to  be  wll 
above  average. 

All  other  areas  are  expected  to  have 
average  or  above  average  runoff 
except  for  streams  in  the  Gallatin 
River  and  Clark's  Fork  of  the 
Yellowstone  River  drainages. 

Most  streams  in  the  Kootenai, 
Flathead,  Lc^srer  Clark  Fork,  and 
Bitterroot  River  Basins  are  forecast 
to  produce  runoff  10  to  25  percent 
above  average.    Spring  and  summer 
streamflcws  in  the  Upper  Clark  Fork, 
the  east  side  of  the  Bitterroot,  and 
the  south  side  of  the  Blackfoot  are 
expected  to  be  in  the  near  average 
to  a  little  above  average  range. 

Spring  and  sumner  streamflcw  is 
forecast  to  be  above  average  in 
aljTDst  all  Missouri  River  drainages. 
The  only  area  where  helcw  average 
runoff  is  expected  is  in  the 
Gallatin  River  drainage. 

Ihe  Big  Hole,  Beaverhead  and  Madison 
Rivers  in  the  Missouri  River  head- 
iraters  are  predicted  to  have  a  little 
abave  average  flravs  \iAiile  the 
Ruby  River  is  forecast  near  average. 
Ihese  headwater  streams  mil  oanbine 
to  produce  a  little  above  average 
runoff  into  Canyon  Ferry  Reservoir. 

I>:wistream  tributaries  flcwing  into 
the  Missouri  River  are  forecast  to 
have  abcrve  to  well  above  average 
runoff. 

Current  srewpack  and  soil  moisture 
conditions  in  the  Yellowstone  River 
Basin  indicate  sprirg  and  sumner 
runoff  should  be  a  little  above 
average  in  the  Yellowstone  River 
headwaters  and  near  to  a  little 
belcw  average  streamflows  fran 
downstream  tributaries.
